The remaining latent fingerprints in this case are not

wanted flyer). Numerous latent palm prints and latent impressions of 
the lower joints of fingers have been developed in this case, but there 
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are no palm prints or impressions of the lower joints of the fingers of 
Ray in Identification Division files for comparison.

Forty-seven latent fingerprints, twenty-four latent palm 
pmnts, and two latent impressions, which may be fingerprints, impres- 
sions of lower joints of fingers, or partial palm prints, remain uniden- 
tified in this case.
